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LEARN TO SWIM 


One moral simply glares from the 
front page of every newspaper in these 
mid-summer days. It is this: Learn to 
swim or stay out of the water. 

Of course some people who can 
swim get drowned. But their number 
is trifling. In about four drownings 
out of five the reason given is that “he 

ot beyond his depth”. But why, in this 
and of pools and lakes and streams, 
should any person be in danger simply 
because he gets into water beyond his 
depth? 

Canadians boast their love of out- 
door amusements. It costs nothing but 
a little effort to learn toswim. Yet the 
front page of these mid-summer days is 
made terrible by the reports of people 
drowning for lack of knowing how to 
keep their noses above water when they 
blunder into a place where they cannot 
touch bottom. Why take chances, 
when it is easier to learn to swim than 
it is to learn to walk? 


POLITICS FIRST 


Premier Tolmie of the Conservative 
Government of British Columbia, and 
the Attorney-General in the Conserva- 
tive Government of Saskatchewan, say 
they would like Dominion assistance in 
dealing with the unemployment situa- 
tion in their provinces. But they have 
not made a formal request for such as- 
sistance; even after Premier King has 
told them from every western platform 
that they can get help if they say in 
that official way that they require it. 

Both these gentlemen are taking a 
more or less active part in the Dominion 
elections on behalf of the Conservative 
candidates, party and policy. To that 
end they are in effect telling unemploy- 
ed men that the federal Government 
wil] pay no attention to their repre- 
sentations. But they are careful to 
make the representations informally, 
knowing that no responsible govern- 
ment at Ottawa could hand out public 
money in response to a communication 
of that kind. If Messrs. Tolmie and 
McPherson were as anxious to get fed- 
eral help for the unemployed as. they 
are to get unemployed votes for Con- 
servative candidates they would have 
filed formal applications for such as- 
sistance at Ottawa long ago 


THE POOL DOWN PAYMENT 


The Wheat Pool has set the initial 
payment on new wheat at 70 cents per 
bushel. The initial payment set a year 
ago was $1.00. The difference reflects 
the degree to which the experiences of 
the year have deflated the expectations 
of the management as to the future price 
of wheat. Whether the reduction is 
sufficient, or is excessive, are matters 
for experts and for the future. That 
there had to be a reduction was obvious. 

A down payment of seventy cents 
per bushel can hardly be satisfactory to 
the wheat grower who has in previous 
years been getting a substantially 
higher amount. But in the circum- 
stances the first consideration of the 
management has to be the financial 
safety of the organization. The Pool 
was only extricated a few months ago 
by the provincial governments from dif- 
ficulties into which it had fallen by 
making a down payment on last year’s 
wheat that was found to have been 
higher than justified. 

It may be supposed that the man- 
agement has taken that fact into ac- 
count, and has fixed the new payment at 
a figure lower rather than higher than 
they think the outlook would strictly 
warrant them in making it. It may also 
be that a margin has been shaved off 
the initial payment to help make up the 
loss that will occur should the Pool have 
to sell its present holdings at a price 
that will not leave it in the clear on last 
year's operations.

Answer: Excessive sweating of the 
feet may be caused from tight-fit- 
ting shoes or from not washing the 
feet often enough.. Those who are 
toxic are liable to sweat excessive- 
ly at times. The shoes should be 
changed frequently and permitted 
to dry out thoroughly before being 
used again. Dryness of the mouth 
must come from some inflammatory 
condition present in your alimentary 
canal.

Stripped of their détailed de- 
scriptions, here are the nine mod- 
ern plagues that work their ruin 
on the installment plan: 

(1) The lessened attention paid 
to heredity in the increasingly free 
mating of this era with its demo- 
cratic disregard of family tradition. 

(2) The strain that modern noise 
and speed put upon modern man's 
nervous system. 

(3) The seductive coddling of 
modern man’s body by the even 
and usually overheated atmosphere 
through which modern ventilation 
robs us of the healthful exercise of 
hardening our bodies by adjusting 
ourselves to changes of temperature. 

(4) The daily use of caffeine, 
nicotine and other drugs 

(5) The haste and hoggishness 
of the dinner table, the habit of 
eating too much and eating it too 
quickly. 

(6) The widespread failure to 
take adequate exercise, riding when 
we should walk, and trying to 
crowd a week's exercise into a Sat- 
urday afternoon 


(1) The difficulty of obtaining 
for ourselves and our families 
competent medical service at a 


reasonable cost. 

(8) A confused, superficial, and 
commercialized formal education 
that results in many mental de- 
rangeménts and in many social and 
intellectual maladjustments. 

(9) The spiritual uncertainty and 
unrest of the period which weakens, 
where it does not wipe out, that 
confidence and serenity of mind 
which is so vital to health of body 
and health of mind. 

All of us can do something to de- 
feat these subtle forces of death 
that lurk in the crannies and 
crevices of modern life.

The alleged incompatibility of in- 
telligence and femin‘nity or even of 
beauty and brains may not be all 
prejudice: for we all compete for 
social attention along the lines of 
our strongest points, and popular- 
ity in the feminine repertory plays a 
peculiarly imporiant part. But when 
all is taken into account, the whole 
attitude, including its foolish appli- 
cations, may be put down as pre- 
judice and myth; in these days it 
should be dumped into the discard 
of exploded notions. The notion that 
intelligence and learning make 
against feminine charm is unwar- 
ranted. I question whether even a 
high order of beauty can be com- 
plete in an unintelligent face. 

Eowever, the notion to be punc- 
tured is that a taste for learning and 
the cultivation of all the intelli- 
genes a woman can command in 
any measure disqualifies her for 
the role of charm. Naturally, if a 
woran can’t be intelligent and can 
be charming, nobody is going to 
blame her for concealing her limi- 
tations by vivacity or coque ry. 
Frivolity has its limits likewise; wit 
is allied to wisdom, and not all we 
laugh at is folly. Small talk in large 
doeses is tiresome. Chatier gets to 
be as tiresome as a rive ting ma- 
chine. ° 

Intelligence and that critical ac- 
quaintance with human interests to 
which it naturally leads when wisely 
directed is an enhancer of charm, 
though it cannot replace that inde- 
finable but unmistakable quality. If 
women merély “looked.” Paris might 
give his apple to any well-appearing 
Venus; but since they must talk 
(and will), the quality of their 
minds inevitably fuses with the en- 
dowiment responsible for charm, 

It’s time to abandon the blue- 
stocking myth and have women re- 
alize, even at the schoolgirl age, 
that the complexion of their minds 
is an asset. * It seems stupid to pro- 
vide the freest opportunities for 
women to become well educated 
and then give them this gift with a 
string to it, that if they are seri- 
ously studious they are likely to ac- 
quire a social handicap.

Seventy thousand Moslems had been put to the sword.”

these men in the fervor of their fanaticism wept over the stone which had 
covered the Saviour of the world, such was the intensity of their religious 


emotions.

Godfrey in his humility

Among the most readable dis- 
sertations on the pleasures of the 
table are the eight little volumes by 
Alexandre-Balthazar-Laurent Gri- 
mod de Ja Reyniere collected under 
the title of “L. Almanach des Gour- 
mands"”—"Almanac of the Epicures.” 

La Reyniere might not have be- 
come a great authority upon eating 
pleasureably had it not been for a 
love disaster, At thirty-nine he 
was enamoured of an _ actress, 
Mademoiselle Mezeray, However, 
she repulsed his advances, He 
turned to gastronomy for consola- 
tion, with the result that he grew 
to be the arbiter of the Parisian 
dinner table. This was at the close 
of the eighteenth century and the 
beginatng of the nineteenth, 

interesting fact about La 
Reyniere was that he had deformed 
hands and he had to do al) his lit- 
erary labors with an artificial de- 
vice. 

He was a mérry person and he 
liked to wise-crack. Here are some 
of his jests: 

“The stomach of @ true gour- 
mand, like the casemates of a be- 
sieged city, should be proof against 
bombs. 

“Digestion is the business of the 
stomach and {ndigestion that of the 
doctors. 

“Thirteen at table is a number to 
be dreaded when there is only 
enough food for twelve. 

“An over-turned palt-cellar is to 
be feared solely when it is over- 
turned in a good dish, @ 

“The kitchen is a country in 
which there are always discoveries 
to be made, 

“Wines, the milk of the old, the 
balm of adults, and the vehicle of 
the gourmand. 

“Indigestions are virtually un- 
known to great pedestrians. 

“Pastry is to the cuisine what 
figures of rhetoric are to discourse, 
An oration without figures and a 
dinner without pastry are equally 
insipid 


as & great orator. 


“It ts as necessary that the mas- 
ter of a house should understand 
how to carve well as it is for a young 
girl to dance in order to secure a 
husband. 

“The table is a magnet which

“A good pastry-maker is as rare 


True gourmands always finish 
their dinner before the desert; that 
which is eaten after the roast is 
done only out of pure politeness. 

From these observations of La

| ries needed in a normal diet are 20 
calories for each pound of normal 
weight if one is engaged In work de- 
manding physical exertion.

Rongsiders were giv- 
ing odds as the battle started that 
the tAnned youngster would whip 
Mandell somewhere along the 15 
round championship route. 

But no one, not even Singer's rabid 
rooters from the inflammable Bronx, 
and least of all, the 25000 of the 
faithful who gathered under the warm 
summer sky, foresaw the blazing ac- 
tion that was ahead. 

Singer, keyed to such a nervous 
pitch that he trembled in his cor- 
ner, danced, glowered and all but 


| pushed the referee as de in his anxiety 


to get at the champion, turned loose 
an amazing display of punching 
prowess before Mandel! had any time 
to mount his defenses and prepare 
for the devastating attack. 

He wanted no time, danced, feinted, 
and finally set the champion for the 
a left 
hook that caught Sammy on the chin

Again Tore In 

Mandell must not have been hurt 
or was contemptuous of the young- 
ster's slugging power, for he bounced 
right to his feet Instead of waiting, 
feinting for another opening, Singer 
flew at the champion, baring his teeth 
in a snarl as he tore {n winging both 
hands from the sides 

The next few minutes were the 
longest of the bout that Mandell spent 
on his feet. He reeled backward 
overwhelmed by the lithe kid's searing 
onslaught, rocked from one side of 
the ripg to the other, as Singer swept
